Establishment of model fishing vil- 
‘tages on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island peopled by men and women of 
hardy English and Scottish stock is 
the ambition of Captain I. M. Vince, 
veteran mariner, fisheries operator, 
-and personal friend of Premier Stan- 
ley Baldwin. 

Captain . Vince has spent several 
months at Port Alberni making ar- 
vangements for the development of 
the fisheries {ndustry along lines that 
hitherto have not been attempted. He 
doclares that past efforts to induce the 
iramigration of fisherfolk to this coast 
have been fallures, but he believes 
that the lack of foresight and the 
practical element are responsible for 
this situation. He {is confident that 
‘U the proper methods are used ft will 
be easy to bring hundreds of experl- 
enced fishermen here to engage in the 
herring and other branches of fishing. 

“In a few years the inside waters 
will be almost depleted of fish if the 
present rate of consumption contin- 
ties,” said Captain Vince. “There are 
schools of herring seven mfles long 
off the Vancouver [sland coast, and at 
present they are not being molested 
because there {s no demand. With 
other fisheries approaching exhaustion 
there will soon be a demand, however,

Dates and Milk Sald to Contain Every- 
thing the Body Requires 

Among the frults that cannot be 
grown abundantly on the North Amer!- 
can continent {s the date. Much in- 
tensive work has been done by the 
U. S. department of agriculture to es- 
tablish the date in the southern ter- 
ritorles, but without profitable result. 
Over efghty per cent. of the world’s 
dates aro still grown in Mesopotamia. 
Before the time of man, the date palm 
flourished on earth, and its fruit was 
the first food of man. Many 
references in early Arabian and 
Christian records speak of the date 
palm as “the tree of life.” Along the 
banks of the Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers, the tldo of the Persian Gulf 
backs up through a network of canals 
to irrigate the dato trees, while \the 
sun beats down on the tree tops. The 
temperaturo in the date country 
reaches as high as 130 degrees. 

Your truo Arab, the desert shelk, 
eats for his sustenance and hardy con- 
stitution six pounds of dates a day. 
The import figures for the United 
States show that only about six ounces 
of dates per person are consumed an- 
nually in the United States. The date 
not only furnishes a variety of sugar, 
but it also supplies a fine quality of 
food-lron, which 1s entirely lacking 
in cane sugar. An ounce of dato sup- 


en times more lime than beef tender- 
loin. The date requires nothing but 
the simple addition of milk to con- 
stitute a complete diet. Date trees 
begin to bear at the age of six or eight 
years, Trees twenty years old will 
bear from 100 to 200 pounds. Only

The Revolver Menace 


People Have Very Little Knowledge 
of This Dangerous Weapon 

For the protection of the public, the 
use of revolvers should be restricted 
to police officers and citizens who 
know how to use them, says Chief 
Long, of Vancouver. But Chief Long} 
would be among the first to admit that 
the citizen who knows how to use a 
revolver is the exception. And of these 
exceptions, the one who gets an op- 
portunity to use his weapon effectively 
{s the exception again. 

Tho truth is the revolver {s more a 
menace than a weapon of value. It is 
always getting {nto the hands of people 
who uso {it carelessly and so endanger 
the lives of themselves and others, or 
of people who use it criminally and 
are a danger to the peace of the com- 
munity, Of real value, the one-hand

The ex- 
perfence with this crop in Manitoba 
is fully set forth {n Bulletin No. 64 of 
the department of agricultu®e at Ot- 
tawa, prepared by an officer of the ex- 
perimental farms staff © Not only will 
this plant, says the author, thrive in 
all parts of Manitoba, but {ts range 
of adaptability is much greater, he is 
convinced, than is indicated by the 
present plantings. Well-cured al- 
falfa, it is pointed out in the bulletin, 
which is obtainable from the publica- 


tlons branch of the department of ag: 
riculture at Ottawa, is readily eaten 
by all classes of livestock which thrive 
well upon it. Like all legumes, al- 
falfa is particlarly high in protein and 
if included in the ration will replace 
to a considerable extent the amount 
of protein that would otherwise have 
to be bought in the form of high-priced 
concentrates,

M. Paul-Boncour, of ‘France, an- 
swered bluntly: 

“Yes, we aro headed towards the 
constitution of a European union and 
confederation of the United States of 
Europe. What was achieved at Loy 
carno, and what we are achleving at 
Geneva, constitute the first step to- 
ward this goal.” 

Paul Hymans, of Belgium, sald ho 
did not believe in the probability of 
® political entity Mike the United 
States of America, but thought that 
@ European union would take the 


form of a series of ententes based 
on pence and co-operation. This 
meant the creation of an economic 


understanding through the destruc- 
tion of the economic barriers dividing 
the nations of Europe. 

“What {fs coming is a political and 
economic entente between the coun- 
tries of Europe, characterized by 
observance of their common inter- 
ésts and by solidarity {in defence of 
these interests,” said the former Bel- 
gian foreign minister. 


Canada’s First Railway 


Sixteen-Mile Road Operated 
Train July 21, 1836 

The first railway {n Canada was that 
extending from Lapratirie on the south 
bank of the St, Lawrence River, about 
seven miles above Montreal, to the 
town of St. Johns on the Richelleu 
River. | 

On July 1, 1836, the first train was 
run over this road from .Laprairig to 
St. Johns, a distance of 16 miles. A 
few days before an accident had hap- 
pened to the Ittle engine, which had 
been brought out from England, ‘and 
only two passenger’ cars were hauled 
by the engine, while each of the other 
cars was drawn by two horses. 
‘ When this first pf Canadian railways 
commenced. operations its rolling 
stock consisted of one engine, weigh- 
ing about six tons, four passenger Cara 
each seating eight persons, and twenty 
freight cars, each with a capacity of 
ten tons, The engine cost £1,500, 
and the cars £1,000. The cost of the 
road was about £35,000.

Beinn. Does Not Want “Mosul 1] Seed Besines For Ob Weald 
But Is Under Obligations 
To Protect New Kingdom 


Foreign critics and domestic cranks 
who-are fond of decrying Great Bri- 
tain as a land-grabber must have been 
puzzled by the dispatches which have 
been coming from Geneva in refer 
ence to Mosul, says the Edmonton 
Bulletin. 

At the close of the Creat War, the 
Kingdom of trak was carved out of 
territory formerly subject to Turkish 
mls-rule. As British blood and Brit- 
{sh money had been spent in freeing 
the country, Great Britain was reward- 
ed for its efforts by being given a man- 
date to play the role of guide, counsel- 
lor and friend—and, incidentally, pro- 
tector—to the new kingdom. 

The Turks demand Mosul, one of 
the cholcest vilayets in Mesopotamia, 
with a population of 300,000, one-thira 
of whom are Christians, the remainder 
Kurda, Uritain appealed the dispute, 
on behalf of Irak, to the League of 
Nations. ‘The league declared that 
Mosul belonged to Irak; that it was 
the business of Great Britain to pro- 
tect, the rights of {ts ward; and that 
to make a job of this Britain should 
extend its mandate for twenty-five 
years. : 

The reply of the British representa- 
(ve was that, while Britain would 
fight the Turks if necessary to protect 
lrak, 1t did not want a twenty-five 
year mandate and would not bind it- 
self to accept one. There the matter 
stands; with a fairly {mmi{nent pros- 
pect that Britain will have to fight the 
Turks to protect the people of a coun- 
try that ft doesn't want and for which 
it is not even willing to accept a 
twenty-five-year custodlanship. 

So far from wanting to grab Mosul, 
or any other part of Mesopotamia, Bri- 
tain wants to get out of the whole 
region—tif {t could find a way to do so 
without going back on its obligations 
to the Inhabitants ‘and leaving Chrfs- 
tlans and Kurds alike to be butcher- 
ed, looted and misruled by the Turks. |

| Strange Phenomenon Near Seattle 


Fiames 100 Feet High Shoot From Cold 
Salty Water - 

Flames which shoot high in the air 
from a pool -of cold, salty water, in 
Green River canyon, 36 miles south- 
east of Scattle, are attracting much 
attention. 

Water in the pool, which is about 
six feet In diameter, sometimes sinks 
almost out of sfght. Then it rises, 
troubled with the gas passing 
through It. If a lghted match its 
thrown in while ft is turbulent, fire 
rises. 

At 


times the eruptions are par- 
ticularly violent, throwing out rocks 
and sending flames 100 feet high. At 
rare intervals the geyser falls to 
work at all. These variations have 
not been explained. 

A’ short distance from the geyser, 
flames play for two weeks at a time 
over water which bubbles up be- 
tween rocks {in a stream. Although 
the water in the geyser pool fs salty, 
and contains many minerals, it is 
within ten feet of a perfectly fresh 
brook. Sulphur and fresh water 
springs are found nearby. 

This phenomenon {fs near the bank 
of Green River, from which Tacoma 
gets its water supply. ~Although rum- 
ora of “water that burns” had been 
spread by Indians and hunters, the 
place .was inaccessible until a road 
was built in last year.

To Distant Markets 

Experience leaves no room for doubt 
that co-operative marketing, based on 
really sound principles and loyalty, is 
the very best method. It is pointed 
out fn @ bulletin on cooperation and 
marketing poultry products, issued by 
the Dominion livestock branch, that 
the co-operative method presents great 
opportunities in the marketing of live 
poultry. The greatest success has 
been achieved by those who have as- 
sembled ordinarily well-fed poultry, 
taken off the run, and shipped them in 
specially constructed cars, provided 
by the railway companies, to distant 
selected markets when the home mar- 
kets were glutted. This has resulted 
in satisfactory returns being secured 
in spite of poor home markets. Last 
year some fifty cars of live poultry 
were shipped cooperatively in the 
various provinces and, fn addition, 
about twenty oars were shipped local-| 
ly in the pratrie provinces. In the 
case of one car shipped from the Can- 
adian west to New York, a report was 
made of the gain of 1,000 Ibs, during 
transit. This wholesale shipping re- 
sulted in a great majority of the old 
stock being cleaned up, and was an in- 
fluence in making a much finer poultry 
market in the fall,

Experimenting With Flowers 


Botanist Finds Whisky Has. Same 
Effect As On People 

Alcohol has much the same effect 
on flowers that it has on human beings, 
members of the botany faculty at the 
University of California have learned.

Immigration Figures 


Canadian Are Returning To Canada 
From U, S. In Large Numbers 
The anaual report for the fiscal year 
‘ending June 30th, 1925, of the com- 
missioner-general of immigration of 
the. United States, shows that Cana- 
dian emigration to the United States 
was only half of what it was in tho 
previous year. At the same time the 
figures of the Canadian department of 
immigration and colonization show 
that between April 1st and October 
Sist, 1925, 21,275 Canadians who had 
gone to the Unite dStates, déclaring 
their intention of making permanent 
residence there, returned to the Do- 
minion after being away more.than 
six months.
